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IMMIGRANTS FIGHTING ITALY’'S WAR

How the Italians in This Country Are Furnishing the Sinews
of War in the Millions of Dollars Which They
Send Home Every Year.

By ADALBERTO CAPORALE

HE Itallans residing In this country are

finanecing, at lenst for o good percentagn,
the war which Italy 1 now waging agalnst
Austrin for the recovery of the “Unredeemed
Lands'" The {(mmigranis will simply loan
to' the ltallan Government the moriey they
have deposited In the savings banks of Italy
and especially in the postal savings banks,
because the Government will In this wny
Invest thelr savings, which, it Is fair to
say, will not be In dangar of baing lost by
thoae who hove tolled hard to send them to
thalr country.

Let us see, statisties furnished
malinly by the Italtan Government, the
truth of our stotement. Emigration Is
ona of the most conepicuous nmssets of Italy,
The host of tollers that every vear leave the
homa shores to cross the Atlantic are respon-
slbls for the making up of one-half of the
$240,000,000 deficit that there s In the Italian
economical budget; that is, the difference be-
tween importations and exporintions.

Emigration as an Asset

Durlng the year 1906, which was the record
year for Itallan emigration, 788,000 porsons
left Itely to seek better conditions of Hving
and better wages nbroad, and nearly BOO000
of them crossed the Atlantie and landed in
tha United States, Canada or South America,
It 18 belleved that thers are now in the
United Stites not fewer than 3,000,000 per-
sons of Itallan birth of parentage, though the
official figures aro below 2,000,000, These im-
migrants or natlve Itnllon- American citizens
are distributed in every Siate of the Union,
but mainly In the Stutes of New York and
Pennsylvanin, In moma of tha Middla West
and on the Puacifle coast,

According to the estimate made by Prof.
Lalgl Rossl, ex-Commissloner General of
Emigration in Ttaly, the Itallan emigrants
sand every yedar to thelr mother country not
Iess than $100,000,000, the bulk, perhaps $80,-
(100,000, nccording to flgures recently pub-
lished in this country, belng sent from .tha
Unlited States. A morse recent Inquiry made
by tho Banca 4'Italla, which I8 the greatest
financial institution in Italy and s under the
control of the Government, shows that Pro-
fessor Rosal's estimate was correct.

Aocording to Rossl's report, the monsy sent
home by the Itallan emigrants is invested
In the payment of small debts, in the savings
banks or other Mnanclal institutions, in the
nmﬂl trads, and in ths purchase of small
houses and small farms. But the Influence
of the savings of the emigrants Is mani-
fold. The deposits made In the postal sav-
Ings banks go to swell the funds of the Chsan
Deposit] ¢ Frestlil, so that loans to cities
and small communities are made posaible.
The money sent homs by the emigrants con«
tributea to the reduction of the Interest rates,
and, In fact, has made possible the gonver-
glon of several hundreds of millions of Gay-
ernment bonds from § to 3% per cent. bonda,
1t hus mads possible the return homas of an
enormous amount of Government bonds
which was In the hands of foralgn Investors,
and. as we have already stated, goes to makes
up one-halt of the difference between im-
portations and exportations.

Statistics published In tho latter part of
1613 show that In Beptember of that year the
postal savings banks of Italy were holding
deposits to the amount of B403,000,000, while
$610,000,000 wua deposited In private savings
banks and $273.000,000 in other fpancial in-
stitutions of the country. These fgures
show then & total of §1,188,000,000 deposited
in the various savinge institutions of Italy,
not including the money Invested in com-
marcial or Industrial enterprises,

Millions Upon Milllons
We have nol avallable atatistica to show
exactly what portion of thiy huge Lotal be-
longs to emigrants, and wore d4diMoult |t
would he o discover Lhe percentage belong-
ing to ltallana reslding in this country or

from

during the year 1012 the Banca handed over
to the postal savings banks nearly §2,400,000,
which waas sent to Italy by immigrants re-
slding in the United States. But this is only
o small part of the total sum sent from thin
country to be deposited elther in the postal
=avings hanks or In other financial Institu-
tlone of Ttaly, and we must take into con-
sideration the fact that the bulk of the sav-
inga of the Immigrants |s gent to the wivens
of the Intter and by them deposited directly
in the savings banks, We onn safely assume,
therefors, that qulte one-fourth of the
money sent home every year by Itallans re-
slding In tha United States goes to swell the
funda of the savings banks of Italy,

The Government usually turns the money
recelved for safe keeping over to the Cassa
Deponitl e Prestitl, which, us wo have seon,
invests It in loans to oltles and various com-
munities of the kingdom—but the Govern-
ment may ask the Cassa for a loan should
the necessity to do so arlse. Moreover, the
private savinge bunks usually Invest thelr
deposits In Government loans, which are the
safest Investment, and leave them a profit of
ahout 0,70 per cent., that s the difference be-
tween tho Interest they pay to the depositors
and that pald to them by the Government
bonds. It was mainly In this way that the
bulk of the Itallan honds held by forelgn In-
vestors could be recalled,

Many of the depositors of the postal sav-
ings banks convart their deposits into Gov-
ernment bonds dirsctly, declding not to run
the risk of a commercinl Investment, The
recent loan of more than $200.000,000 lnunched
by the Italinn Government to cover the ex-
penses of the mlilitary preparation for the
present war was In a good measire covered
by the savings of the emigrants held In the
private banks, and It may not ba Imponsible
that the Government took edvantages of the
two bllllons or more deposited In the postal
savings banks to complete that lean, Cer-
tuinly it will use the money If ity needs in
the present war make that neceAsary.

They Also Serve

From the figures given above it can ba Bemn
how great a contributor of prosperity to his
mother country la the Itallan emigrant in
tima of peace, when hism savings dre used
mainly to advance the development of the
fatherland; and in time of war, when (he
money saved by him In forelgn lands ls Used
tor the realization of the national aspiration
and probably to save the country. This fact
explaing why Itnly is not very eager to call
to the eolors, at least not untll that becomes
an imperatlve necesslty, her emigrants tolling
abroad, especially those who are working in
this country, In fact, they will continus to
send home thelr savings, supplying the money
needed for the national war, and o this way
they also will serve theip country,

And this without taking Into conslderation
the money which will be sent to Italy to
lessen the sufferings of the destituta familles
of the eoldlors. To cite ouly ane instance, tha
Italian colony of Philadelphin expects to send
to the Itallun Red Croas, to be distributed 1o
the wounded or to the destitute families of
those who are Nghting for thelr fountry, not
leas than §100,000, What will the Ttallans of
New York, who are four times as many as
thoss of Phlindelphis, do, and what amount
will ba sent by the remaining milllons of
Italans scatlered all over the United Btates?
